1 . The document D1 is regarded as being the closest prior art to the subject-matter of 
claim 1 , and discloses (see column 2, line 20 - column 4, line 7; figures 1 ,2) 

a power supply for supplying power from a battery (21 ) to an electric load (1 ), 
comprising: 

- a controlled switch (5) for connecting /disconnecting said load from the battery in a 
first/second state; 

- a control circuit (6) for controlling said switch, 

wherein the control circuit is also disconnected from the battery in the second state of 
said switch. 

Thus the subject-matter of claim 1 is not novel as required by Article 33(2) PCT. 

2. Same applies to the Independent method claim 8. 

3. The subject-matter of dependent claims 4, 6, 7 and 1 1 Is also known from D1 . 

4. The combination of the features of dependent claims 2, 3, 5, 9 and 10 are neither 
known from, nor rendered obvious by, the available prior art.
